It has been said that soul music came into 
being when gospel took a walk down the aisle 
with the blues. The marriage of these two. 
musical idioms finds perfect expression in the 
music of The Holmes Brothers, a unique blend 
of blues, gospel, soul, R&B, and country that 
"suggests holiness but breathes the late night 
juke joint air" (Philadephia Inquirer). Their 
1989 debut album, In the Spirit (Rounds), 
receiv^d rave reviews across the country and 
went on to win the French Academia dtJazz 
Prix Big Joe Turner for the Best Rhythm and 
Blaes Album of the Year. The New York 
Times pronounced it "one of the best blues 
albums of the year," the Boston Herald pro- 
claimed, “Mind-blowing ... а true find. 

The suddent idal wave of critical acclaim for 
the Holmes Brothers debut album has had a 
ripple effext which is still reverberating, 
enabling the band to tour worldwide, appear 
on nationwide TV on Late Night with David 
Letterman in the U.S. They've also appeared 
in Germany, Jápan and England.

The 
Holmes Brothers are a rarity, a Soul harmony 
group where the three singers are also simul- 
taneously their own backup band. 

How has all this touring and succeess 
affected the Holmes Brothers? If anything, 
their perfortnanc€S.have grown in their focus 
and intensity. It’s all й testament to 30 years of 
persistance, of a perspective that has enabled 
them to approach each performance with the 
enthusiasm and abandon that might be 
expected of a brand half their age. “The fact 
that they are able to make a living making 
music is the most important thing for both me 
and them,” said the group's producer Andy
